A O Baker, the agent of the Tobac¬ 
co Trurt. who is accused of attempting 
to bribe a member of the Indiana Leg¬ 
islature, has disappeared.

M. Parry, said 
yesterday that he had “handled sev¬ 
eral members and hud personally ob¬ 
tained about \$1,400 for work done for 
different concern* He declares he wdll 
go to Jail before he will state names In 
connection with the matter. 

The deposition of Magistrate Ed¬ 
wards in the ease of the Hargises and 
others against Judge Watts Parker 
was given at his home In Jackson, the 
officer giving hh testimony in bed. lie 
staled thm the warrants for the arrest 
of the Hargises nnd Callahan were is¬ 
sued on the strength of an affidavit by 
Henry Freeman. The witness filed the 
original proceedings and also the rec¬ 
ord. which, with the deposition, will be 
sent by express to*day to Frankfort to 
be used ns evidence Saturday by the 
Court of Appeals In determining the 
matter of Jurisdiction In the case. 

President Stiryvesant Fish, of the Il¬ 
linois Central Kntlrond Company, told 
the Senate Committee on Interstate 
Commerce yesterday of an interview he 
had with President Roosevelt In 1302, 
in which the latter suggested that a 
committee of five prominent railroad 
men should be chosen to confer w’lth 
members of the commission and pre¬ 
pare legislation to meet recognized evils 
in the conduct of the railroad business. 
Mr. Fish said that nothing was done to 
carry out the suggestion, because mem¬ 
bers of the commission were not dis¬ 
posed to entertain the Idea. 

Further sharp advances in the share* 
of several of the large Southern iron 
companies were made yesterday In the 
New York stock market. Many rumors 
were afloat, but the only official state¬ 
ment made was to the effect that ar¬ 
rangements for the sale of a majority 
of the common stock of the Sloss-Shef- 
fleld Company to Joseph H. Hoad ley 
and associates had been concluded.

HE NOTIFIES GERMAN COURT 


THAT WAR WILL BE PRESSED 
WITH GREATER ENERGY. 


FACTS OF THE SITUATION. 


It Is Declared, Are All Against 
Peace and For Pressing On 
Hopefully. 


HAS FAITH IN KUROP ATKIN. 


Berlin, Feb. 23, 12:12 p. m.—The Em¬ 
peror of Russia has elected to continue 
the war. Tils position is absolutely Arm 
and the German court ha* been advised 
in that sense. The Avar will be pressed 
with the utmost energy, the domestic 
situation being now within the conttro* 
of the authorities. Those who have 
advised peace and suggested inquiries 
for Japan's terms, the French and Brit¬ 
ish Governments, are for the present si¬ 
lent and are likely to remain so unless 
events of an extraordinary character 
shake the Russian Emperor's resolution. 

The considerations that led to the 
Emfperor’s decision os understood here 
are: 

First—The Judgment of the chiefs of 
the army that Field Marshal Oyama 
not only cannot defeat Gen. Kuropat- 
kln, but stand* in danger of defeat 
himself. How cowardly therefore for 
Russia to ask for mercy, with all the 
men and money essential to a successful 
war. 

kSecond-—AM the forces of criticism 
now directed against the Government 
for having fought rather than yield to 
legitimate interests and for having fail¬ 
ed to win victories would be continued 
with added fury against the Govern¬ 
ment that accepted war and then be¬ 
trayed the country. A Government that 
would crave peace of Russia's enemy 
w'hlle still capable of winning victory 
would be giving the party af change 
genuine grounds for a revolution. 

The facts of the military situation, 
love of country and arguments of ex¬ 
pediency were all against peace and 
for pressing the war hopefully. 


WASHINGTON IS HOPEF UL , 

But There Is No Indication That 
Peace Is Near. 

Washington, Feb. 23.—At the White 
House and at the State Department, at 
the Russiun, French, British and Ital¬ 
ian Embassies and the Japanese Lega¬ 
tion to-day, where Inquiries were made 
regarding the rumors of pence between 
Russia and Japan, the most positive 
statements were made that if either of 
the belligerents were thinking of pro¬ 
posing peace ft was a secret securely 
locked In the Foreign Office at St. Pe- 
tersburg or at Tokio. The President 
has heard absolutely nothing of an 
avowed Intention on the part of Russia 
or Japan to sue for peace at this time, 
much leas of an actual proposal. 

Secretary Hay to-day assured the 
Ambassadors that while this Govern¬ 
ment continued ever hopeful for pence 
and watchful of the opportunity to be 
of assistance whenever assistance migb* 
be ask^d by the belligerents, there were 
no indications here that the time for 
peace was near.

It 
Is about time for Japan to raise another 
loan, and th*ee rumors of peace gen¬ 
erally begin at such a time.”

The Japanese View. 

Equally positive statements are mode 
at the Japanese Legation that Japan, 
while, of course, ready for pen^e on her 
own terms, a* she has been since the 
war begun, P’ea no outlook for a cessa¬ 
tion of hostilities yet. and is preparing 
to follow’ np the victories of last autumn 
with even more decisive battles in the 
spring, now that the fall of Port Ar¬ 
thur has released the besieging army 
there, and it Is available for operations 
in the North. 

NO NEWS OF A BATTLE, 

But Situation At the Front Is En¬ 
couraging To the Czar. 

St. Petersburg, Feb. 23.—Although tHe 
city continues full of rumors that a 
big battle Is proceeding below’ Mukden, 
the War Office does not offer any con¬ 
firmation of the reports. Special dis¬ 
patches, however, as well as can be 
Judged by the mutilated manner In 
which they are allowed to p:^ the 
censor, portend the imminence. »>f ex¬ 


tensive operations. Trie Japanese are 
showing activity on both flanks and the 
railroad has again been damaged by 
a raid of mixed Japanese and Chinese 
bandits. 

In diplomatic circles a 9tory is atWat 
to the effect that the opinion expressed 
by German military authorities buped 
on reports from military experts at the 
front that the situation is by no means 
hopeless, has greatly Influenced the 
Emperor and encouraged him against 
the Idea of concluding peace. 


CONFLICTING REPORTS 

As To Substance of Decision By the 
North Sea Commission. 

Paris, Feb. 23. — The International 
Commission, appointed to inquire into 
the North Sea Incident, practically con¬ 
cluded Its work to-night by Anally 
agreeing to the report, which will be 
publicly announced at the closing ses¬ 
sion, to be held at 3 o'clock next Sat¬ 
urday. Concerning the general nature 
of the report, the following statement 
was made lp a most authoritative 
quarter to the Associated Press:

REUTER’S CORRESPONDENT 

Says His Authority For Peace Story 
Was Unimpeachable. 

New York, Feb. 23.—(Special.]—A 

special cablegram to the Herald from 
St. Petersburg says: 

Indignant official contradiction Is giv¬ 
en to Reuter's statement to the effect 
that Russia in putting out feelers in 
view of peace. I have seen Reuter’s 
correspondent, who asserts that his 

authority for the telegram was unim¬ 
peachable. I have myself been toUl 

from a good source that the Kaiser was 
actively moving with a view to dimin¬ 
ish Japanese Chauvinism in order to 
make peace possible at an early date, 
probably’ after the first big battle. 

Japs Attack Outposts.

On February 21. with n 
strength of not l^s than eight battal¬ 
ions. they attacked Ihe oi»ti>osts. The 
Russians made a vigorous counter at¬ 
tack and occupied the village of Da- 
plndu, forcing the Japanese temporar¬ 
ily to abandon their advance. 


New Loan Decided Upon. 

Tokio, Feb. 23.—As a result of a con¬ 
ference with the bankers of Tokio, Yo¬ 
kohama, Osaka, Nagoya and Kyoto, the 
Government has determined on a 
fourth domestic loan of 100,000,000 yen, 
to be Issued at 96 per cent, and payable 
In seven years.

55 FUNERALS 


OF MINE DISASTER VICTIMS IN 
ONE DAY. 


Ninety-tvro Bodies Recovered and 
Work Is Still Going On Un¬ 
der Difficulties. 


Birmingham, Ala., Feb. 23.—At 8 
o’clock to-night ninety-two bodies had 
been recovered from the Virginia City 
mine, and the rescue work continues. 
The foul odors from the decomposing 
bodies have now’ become so unbearable 
that the rescuers work in short relays, 
nnd hundreds of pounds of disinfect¬ 
ants have to be used to make further 
work possible. 

Fifty-five funerals W'ere conducted In 
the suburbs of Birmingham to-day, all 
of which were for victims of the awful 
disaster. 

It Is estimated that there are at leaat 
twenty-five more bodies to be taken 
out. and the rescuers have to finish 
up the “level*’ they are on now and 
open one more “level.” There are three 
bodies in the bottom of the lowest level 
w'blch It Is expected will require at 
least ten days to reach. The hodieB 
are those of the pumper and his as¬ 
sistants. They are covered w ith w*ater, 
and since the pumping machinery was 
ruined by the explosion it will tnko 
much time to get the water out of the 
mine. 

Gov. Cunningham has officially in¬ 
structed State Mine Inspector Gray and 
his assistants to make a thorough in¬ 
vestigation of the disaster, and report 
to him at the earliest practicable mo¬ 
ment. 

The relief fund for the stricken fam¬ 
ilies continues to grow. Bessemer alone 
has raised over $3,000, and the total 
subscript ions so far recorded amount 
to more than $15,000.

A gentle¬ 
man who has known him for several 
years saw him on the car at Anderson, 
and spoke to him, but Baker did not 
return the salu-tat.lon, and seemed anx¬ 
ious to keep his identity corK>»aled. 
His friend then noticed that Baker 
had dispensed with his w r 4g. and he 
wondered why this had been done, but 
found an explanation of it when later 
he heard of the bribery charge Baker 
Is believed to have left the Interurban 
before reaching Marion, for the police 
there had been notified to arrest him. 
and he was not on the cor w’hen It ar¬ 
rived. Nothing has been heard from 
him since.

A Score Or More. 


The developments to-day In the brib¬ 
ery cases were hardly less seniuttlojial

Want* Safeguards In Agreement 
Against Lauding of Troops and 
Privilege of Naming Col¬ 
lector*. 


New York. Feb. 23.—One of the lead¬ 
ing members of the House of Deputies 
Is authority, according to a Herald dis¬ 
patch from Puerta Plato, San Domingo, 
for the statement that the Dominican 
Congress will accept the new agreement 
with the American Government with 
certain modifications.

named with the approval of the Ameri¬ 
can Government and to he Americans 
I If desired. 

Dominicans also desire such a change 
In Article 7 ss will provide against the 
landing of troops In the republic.

That this bill I* an at¬ 
tempt to make an appropriation of pub¬ 
lic funds for a private purpose, ;md, in 
effect, to take public properly for pri¬ 
vate use. through the appropriation of 
public funds which have been raised 
by taxation, and that such an attempt 


is unconstitutional Is well established 
by Judicial decision.*’

Anxious Fathers’ Bill. 

Because the Filipino students at the 
State University at Bloomington have 
been showing the girls some attention, 
and Lheir parents are fearful that mar¬ 
riage may he the result, a bill was In¬ 
troduced In the Senate to-day to make 
unlawful the marriage of Filipinos 
with white girls. The hill amends the 
law prohibiting the marriage of whites 
and negroes by Inserting Filipino 
blood” after the words “one-eighth or 
more of negro blood.” 

Senator Davis, author of the bill, said 
that some of the parent* of Blooming¬ 
ton girls were apprehcnaive that their 
daughters would marry the Filipino 
students, and he introduced the bill at 
their request.

STUYVESANT FISH'S STORY 


Of How Commerce Commission Re¬ 
jected Idea of Conference With 
Committee of Bnilroad Men. 


Washington, Feb. 2$.—StuyvaShnt 
Fteh. president of the Illinois Central 
Railroad, rend a <*tatement before the 
Senate Committee on Interstate Com¬ 
merce, w hlch has the railroad rate bills 
under consideration. Several member* 
of the committee detired Mr. Fish to 
discuss the subject of differentials, and 
he consented to return to Washington 
at some day convenient to. the com¬ 
mittee, nnd give hl«» view**. 

Just before Mr. Fish concluded his 
statement he told of un Interesting con¬ 
ference ho had In January. 1*>2. with 
President Roosevelt over rtie ^u*tjcjt of 
railroad legislation. Chairman Knapp, 
of the Interstate Commerce Commis¬ 
sion, was at the # conferen f .r, and the 
President was quoted aj* paying that 
the rnilraad men and the memlwrs of 
the Commission should get together ami 
prepare some measure that would meet 
the recognised evils of the railroads !n 
the conduct and management of their 
business. 

The President suggested that a com¬ 
mittee of five men should be chosen to 
represent the railroads, and named 
Morton, of the Atchison, Topeka .rod 
Santa Fe; Hughltt. of the Chicago and 
Northwestern; Cassatt, of the Pennsyl¬ 
vania; Spencer, of th** Southern, and 
Fish, of the Illinois Central, as a good 
committee for the railroads to name. 

Mr. Fl.«h said nothing had been done 
in response to the President's sugges¬ 
tion. 

After the meeting had adjourned, Mr. 
Fish was asked why the railroad* had 
not proceeded according to th^ Ideas of 
the President. He wild that the mem¬ 
bers of the Interstate Commerce Com¬ 
mission were not disposed to entertain 
the Idea.

SAYS SITUATION IS ACUTE. 


Washington, Fob. 23.—[Special.]— 
Representative Kehoe. of Kentucky, in¬ 
troduced a resolution In the House to¬ 
day for an investigation by the De¬ 
partment of Commerce and Labor as to 
the cause of the difference between the 
price of leaf tobacco and the manufac¬ 
tured article, especially in Kentucky, 
Ohio and Tennessee, and whether the 
same is due to a trust or combination 
in the form of a conspiracy In restraint 
of trade. 

It is desired to know what has caused 
the low* price of leaf tobacco, and 
whether there Is any corporation or 
Joint stock company engaged in hand¬ 
ling tobacco; whether such company 
uses the boycott or blacklist in its pur¬ 
chases or 1ms taken any measures to 
prevent competition. The resolution re¬ 
quires a full Investigation of such cor¬ 
poration or Joint stock company. 

• • • 

Purpose cf Resolution. 

With reference to his resolution Rep¬ 
resentative Kehoe said to-night: 

“The purpose of my resolution Is the 
same with reference to the operation of 
the American Tobacco Company juv 
that embodied in the recent resolution 
adopted by the House with reference to 
the operations of the Standard Oil 1 
Company in Kansas. 

"Before the organization of the to¬ 
bacco trust. Kentucky. Tennessee and 
Ohio leaf tobaccos were easily sold at 
from twelve to twenty cents a pound, 
and thousands of our citizens found 
profitable employment In the handling, 
buying and selling, while the various^ 
mark •« were crowded with buyer^ 
But this condition has entirely changed* 
since the trust came upon the scene. 
For the past few years our tobaccos 
have sold from five to ten cents a 
pound, not enough to warrant Its pro¬ 
duction, while there is virtually but one 
buyer. 

• • • 

The Growers’ Experience. 


Washington. Feb. 23.—The condition 
of President Hurkc*r, of the University 
of Chicago, who w’as operated upon 
Wednesday afternoon, la soidd to be 
improving. In a bulletin Issued to¬ 
night by the attending physicians It 
was stater] that Dr. Harper was mak¬ 
ing satisfactory progress, all the nau- 
s*n having disappeared. The patient 
took fluid nourishment to-day and slept 
rest fully moisn of the time. 


Illinois Central Relief Bill. 

Washington, Feb. ^3.—Representative 
Shcxley’s bill to reimburse the Illinois 
Central rallroud for damage done to the 
depot by the Government blasting on 
the fulls passed the House and was re¬ 
ported favorably In the Senate to-day 
and will become a law. 


“To remedy the existing evil, the 
farmers of Kentucky, Tennessee and 
Ohio reoentty organized associations 
known as the Burley Growers* Asso¬ 
ciation. nnd the Kentucky and Tennes¬ 
see Protective Tobacco Growers' Asso¬ 
ciation. It required about $10,000,000 to 
finance the Burley Growers’ Associa¬ 
tion. After It had contracts with the 
growers for 80 per cent, of the crop and 
the grower* themselves had subscribed 
for $500,000, nnd many of our busiest cit¬ 
izens had given months of their time 
to perfect their organization, the 
promise of certain New York financiers 
to advance the necessary $10,000,000 was 
obtained. The growers had done all 
their work, fulfilled their part of the 
contract and were ready to receive the 
money promised. They offered at least 
$20,000,000 security for the loan, but 
they were told thut they could not get 
the money. In my section It Is gen¬ 
erally believed the Tobacco Trust, tak¬ 
ing advantage of Its connection with 
leading New York financial Institu¬ 
tions, prevented the Grower*' Associa¬ 
tion from getting the money promised. 
■ • • 

The Trust’s Big Stick. 

“One swing of the trust’s *b!g Mlcl^ 
was sufficient almost to destroy the or¬ 
ganization. We still have hope, how¬ 
ever. of being able to get the money 
from Institution* not controlled by this 
gigantic trust. If unsuccessful. tb« 
Tobacco Trust will be the beneficiary 
and the tobacco growers the sufferers. 

“The oil situutlon In Kansas is neith¬ 
er more acute nor important than is 
the subject matter of my resolution. 

“There Is no doubt In my mind that 
an Investigation by the Government 
w ill show the Tobacco Trust to be an 
unlawful concern and responsible for 
the decline In the price of leaf tobacco, 
and the Increase in price of the manu¬ 
factured article. The investigation 
would make clear who Is responsible 
for the recent effort to dc*stroy the 
Growers' Association. 

“If the House adopts my resolution 
the country will get valuable and start¬ 
ling Information ns to one of the most 
powerful and unlawful trusts In the 
w’orld.” _ _

PASSED AS REPORTED FROM 
THE COMMITTEE. 


HEATED DEBATE IN HOUSE. 


Washington, Feb. 23.—[Special.]— 
Chairman Burton, of the Rivers and 
Harbors Committee, carried his bill 
Into the night, and when an adjourn¬ 
ment had been reached by the House 
the bill was passed and ready for the 
Senate, amendments. As far as the 
House was concerned ttye measure 
might as well have never been brought 
up. Burton was sustained in every' 
point, and only those minor amend¬ 
ments which he himself proposed were 
adopted. At the same time the consld-* 
•ration of the measure gave fully half 
the members of the House something 
to say, and at times the debate became 
quite heated yvhen the chairman, with 
the House machine behind him. would 
point out Just why such and such an 
appropriation failed to get In the com¬ 
mittee bill. 

One of the few amendments adopted 
was a minor one presented by Repre¬ 
sentative Hopkins, of Kentucky, who 
had gained Mr. Burton’s approval to 
a slight change in the bill whereby It 
is provided that the County Court of 
Clark county should receive payment 
for the reasonable cost expended by It 
In the construction of a county bridge 
across Two-mile creek, and for repair¬ 
ing the damage in the county road 
caused by the construction of lock 10, 
at Ford. Ky. 

Threo members of the Kentucky 
delegation. Representatives Kehoe, 
Bherley and Stanley, made speeches on 
the bill, while Representatives Hemen¬ 
way and Zenor also addressed the 
House on the same proposition as the 
Kentuckians, the Improvement of the 
Ohio. 

• • • 

Mr. Sherley Speaks. 


Representative Sherley, of Louisville, 
was the first of the five to get the floor. 
He sold that for {219.000 a dam could 
be erected at the head of the falls that 
would create a six-foot pool extending 
as high bs Madison, that would aid 
more than any other dam on the Ohio, 
and It could be done at a cost that is 
but a third of the cost of any r similar 
dam at any other point on the river, 
and by a very small increase in cost a 
pine-foot pool could be created. 

Realizing its uselessness, Mr. Sherley 
paid, he would not offer an amend¬ 
ment, but wanted to explain the im¬ 
portance of the improvement he advo¬ 
cated. He thought the committee 
phould have made a larger appropria¬ 
tion than Is carried by the bill, which 
Was an absurdly small one. 

‘T am glad to represent." said Mr. 
Bherley, “the great city of Louisville 
I shall ever be ready to fight for her 
rights, but I hope the day will never 
come when I shall be blinded to the 
rights of other sections of the' country 
or when I am willing to stand here In 
criticism of other sections of the coun¬ 
try because my city or my district does 
hot get what I think it ought to have. 

• • • 

Favors Bigger Appropriation, 

Mr. Sherley said that what ought to 
tv* done was to create a sentiment 
throughout the country that would 
warrant the committee bringing in a 
160,000,000 bill Instead of one of $30 000 
000 . 

“I would like to see the President of 
the United States," said Mr. Sherley. 
“not simply agitating in favor of an 
Increase In our navy, but 1 would like 
to see him call the attention of the 
country to the benefits to be derived 
from the improvements of our water¬ 
ways, and help create a sentiment that 
would not only give support to, but de¬ 
mand of Congress the annual expend¬ 
iture of twice the sum now spent. I 
believe when the absurd difference be¬ 
tween expenditures for war purposes 
and those for business purposes is 
brought home to the people they will 
demand a change.'* 

• • • 

Mr. Kehoe’s Remarks. 


Representative Kehoe in advocating 
Improvement of his section of the Ohio 
river said he simply ask*d what the 
engineer officers had recommended. Mr. 
Kehoe said: “We need no longer to 
build up a sentiment for river improve¬ 
ments in this country, because that 
sentiment has already been bullded 
end the people of the United States 
would cheerfully approve, not only 
130.000,000 bill, but a {75,000.000 bill. 

“The trouble," said Mr. Kehoe. “Is 
not with the people, it is with the com¬ 
mittee. The people are ready for a bill 
now, and they are not afraid of the 
cost. They are willing and well able to 
bear the burden, and they know the 
euperior worth of such appropriations 
to those for the navy, army and the 
foreign follies we have been wasting 
money on. I really doubt if the people 
would object to $100,000,000 expended 
for rivers and harbors.**

Mr. Stanley’s Plea. 


CANAL ZONE MEASURE 


Passed By Senate and Testimony 
Closed In Swayne Case. 

Washington. FeS. 23.—The last of the 
testimony In the interest of Judge 
Swayne In the impeachment proceed¬ 
ing against him was to-day presented 
to the Senate. The case to-day occu¬ 
pied seven hours of time, beginning at 
1 o’clock and closing at 10, with an 
intermission of two hours from 6 to 8. 
Much of the time was spent in argu¬ 
ment relating to the admissibility of 
testimony. The Senate also adopted an 
order granting each side five hours in 
the closing argument. The bill pro¬ 
viding a form of government for the 
Panama canal zone was also passed. 

The bill is a House measure. It was 
amended In several Important respects 
by the Senate, notably in eliminating 
the provision for abolishing the Canal 
Commission. The measure will now go 
to conference If the amendments are 
not accepted by the House. The bill 
Is temporary in character, its pro¬ 
visions expiring at the end of the first 
regular session of the next Congress. 

It vests in the President authority to 
appoint a person or persons to govern 
the canal zone, and the President is 
given further authority to direct the 
manner of such control. 


SENATE CALLED TO MEET

In Extra Session On March 4 
Pass On Nominations. 

Washington. Feb. 23.—The President 
to-day Issued a proclamation convening 
the Senate in special session at 12 
o'clock noon on March 4 next, to “re 
ceive such communications as may be 
made by the Executive." 

The proclamation follows: 

Whereas, public interests require that 
the Senate of the United States be con¬ 
vened at 12 o'clock on the 4t*h day of 
March next, to receive such communica¬ 
tions as may be made by the Executive: 

Now. therefore, I, Theodore Roosevelt, 
President of the United States of Amer¬ 
ica. do hereby proclaim and declare that

FAVORABLE REPORT 

On Philippine Tariff Ball By the Sen¬ 
ate Committee. 

Washington, Feb. 23.—The Senate 
Committee on the Philippines to-day 
authorized a favorable report upon the 
House bill revising and amending the 
tariff laws of the Philippine Islands. 
The committee was in session only a 
short time, and this was occupied 
wholly by Secretary of War Taft, who 
discussed features of the measure. 

Only one amendment was made to 
the bill as It passed the Houstx The 
provision prohibiting a license system 
with a view to deriving revenue from 
traffic In opium has been stricken out. 
In its place has been submitted a pro¬ 
vision that “after March 1. 190s. it shall 
he unlawful to import Into the Philip 
pine Islands opium In whatever form, 
except by the Government, and for me¬ 
dicinal purposes only, end at no time 
shall it be lawful to sell opium to any 
native of the Philippine Islands except 
for medicinal purposes. 

Peace Jubilee Suggested. 

Washington, Feb. 23.—A peace Jubilee 
to celebrate the fiftieth anniversary of 
the close of the Civil War was proposed 
to President Roosevelt to-day by New 
ell Sanders, of Chattanooga Tenn., 
who with It. L. Sharp, also of Tennes 
see, had an interview* with the Presi¬ 
dent. Mr. Sanders suggested that the 
Jubilee exposition be held at Chatta¬ 
nooga In 1915, ns many of the great 
battles of the war were fought In the 
vicinity of that city.

THE GRAND DUCHESS’ GRIEF. 


Moscow, Feb. 23.—The solemn cere¬ 
mony of blessing the remains of Grand 
Duke Sergius was performed at 10 
o'clock this morning In the midst of the 
tolling of bells of all the churches and 
monasteries of the ancient capital. Im- 
*nse crowds thronged the open 
squares in front of the <palaces and 
there was a considerable display of 
troops in the streets. Orenad4ers of the 
Kieff regimem furnished the guard at 
the Cbaudoff monastery, which was the 
scene of funeral services. 

So far as the public was concerned 
nothing could be seen beyond the car¬ 
riages of those invited to the funeral 
which quickly filled the email available 
space. 

After the blessing of the body it was 
conveyed to the adjoining church o l St. 
Andrew, where lit wra» laid on a cata¬ 
falque. The coffin w*as concealed by a 
mass of floral wreaths and crosses. The 
officials of Grand Duke Sergius* house¬ 
hold and his aides de carrrp formed a 
circle around the bier, while the regi¬ 
ments of rhe Moscow* garrison furnished 
contingents for the guard of honor,

A Pathetic Scene. 


The scene within the church w*as pa¬ 
thetic. The guard of honor was drawn 
back as the imperial party entered to 
take their places before the bier. The 
ooffln In whioh rested the remains of the 
murdered Grand Duke stood upon 
great catafalque covered with cloth of 
gofld, on the four corners of which were 
Imperial eagles, while below on cush 
ions rested the orders of the dead man. 
The coffin was covered with cloth of 
silver trimmed with ermine. The man 
gled body lay in state dressed in full 
uniform, but a veil of fine lace was 
spread over the remains of the mutila¬ 
ted face. A gloved hand held an ikon 
of St. Nicholas. 

The Grand Duke's widow*, the Grand 
DuchesA Elizabeth, tbok her place at the 
foot of the coffin In front of a group 
of other members of the imperial fum 
lly. She was arrayed in the deepest 
black, save the scarlet ribbon of the 
order of St. Anne, and was the center 
of all eyes. Throughout the ordeal she 
displayed the some fortitude she show¬ 
ed yesterday when she followed the 
dead coachman to the grave.

The Services. 

The metropolitan and ten bishops 
conducted the service, w r hlch was ac¬ 
companied by recitative chanting by the 
Imperial choir. The air of the church 
was heavy with the Incense from 
swinging censers. When the metropol¬ 
itan read the prayer for absolution oil 
present knelt, many of those in the rear 
of the church prostrating themselves 
The children of Grand Duke Paul, Dmi¬ 
tri and Mary, sobbed aloud, but It was 
only when the time came to kiss the 
dead according to the custom of the 
ortnod x faith that the Grand Duchttt 
Elizabeth almost broke down. Her tall, 
slight figure shook and swayed and she 
w*as about to fall when Grand Duke 
Cdhstantine give her support, and she 
kissed the uniform on the left breast 
thrice. When this touching ordeal was 
over the ltd w*as placed on the coffin 
and It was lifted up and borne on the 
shoulders of the Grand Dukes and aides 
de camp attached to Grarrl Duke Ser 
glus' household, w*as carried in silent 
procession, preceded by priests In gold 
on vestments, to the church of St. An¬ 
drew within the monastery.

Young 
McKinley had never confided to anyone 
his relation to the President. He was 
assigned to the rock quarrtea. and 
through the premature explosion of a 
blast his face was horribly disfigured 
and his sight totally destroyed. Still 
without revealing his Identity he man¬ 
aged to make his way. through the as¬ 
sistance of friends, to his home in 
Boise City, and not until the present 
year was anything know*n concerning 
the case.

prominent in society, Government offi¬ 
cers nnd military and naval officers. 
The public was not admitted. The 
services here and at Tsarskoe-Selo 
passed off without incident. St. Isaacs 
was not crowded by the functionaries. 

The service nt Tsnrskoe-Selo, which 
was of a quiet and simple nature, was 
attended by the Emperor, the Empress 
nnd two of their daughters and all the 
Grand Dukes and Grand Duchesses 
who had remained In St. Petersburg. 
The Emperor looked haggard nnd care¬ 
worn. hut he maintained n firm bear¬ 
ing. Ambassador McCormick and the 
other diplomats went out to Tearskoe- 
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Charles Arnall, of Atlanta, Shoots 
Himself Through the Head. 

Atlanta. Ga.. Feb. 23.—Chos. Arnall, 
one of the best-known Insurance men 
in the South, committed suicide early 
to-day at his home here by shooting 
himself twice in tho head. There is 
no known reason for the act. Mr. Arn¬ 
all represented the Phoenix Mutual Life 
Insurance Company, of Hartford. 


'Unless every man, woman and child 
in Trigg county Is vaccinated within 
ten days I shall declare that county un¬ 
der a nonintercourse quarantine," said 
Dr. J. N. McCormack, secretary of the 
State Board of Health, at the Galt 
House last nlghL He was on his way 
to his home in Bowling Green, after 
visiting Cadiz, where he made a public 
speech and gave the citizens ten days 
Vo make themselves immune from the 
disease, which has reached the propor¬ 
tions of an epidemic In that county. 

“There are seventy cases in the coun¬ 
ty." said Dr. McCormack, “and four 
deaths have resulted in the last few* 
weeks. The disease has been careless¬ 
ly handled, and at present the situation 
is extremely alnrming. Other counties 
are threatened, and the time has come 
for positive and Iramedlute action. 
Caldwell county Is ^specially endan¬ 
gered and all the ofher surrounding 
counties are also in danger. The dis¬ 
ease In Trigg county Is most prevalent 
among the better class of people and 
ims been spreading rapidly. The epi¬ 
demic began about fl\^r weeks ago, but 
the local phvsicians thought at that 
time that they had It under control. 
They continued to believe that they 
could control It until a few days ago, 
when It became so bad that I went 
to the scene with orders to declare a 
quarantine. I found that very few per- 
sonf In the county outside of Cadiz 
were vaccinated, and that not more 
than 50 per cent, of the citizens of Ca¬ 
diz were vaccinated. 

• • • 

Vaccinating Whole County. 

"We realize that a quorantine Is a 
serious thing for the business of a 
countv, and we do not wish to declare 
it unless we find It absolutely necessary 
to do so. I found the prominent citi¬ 
zens and merchants willing to do ev¬ 
erything In their power. I called a 
meeting In the Courthouse Wednesday 
afternoon nnd explained to a large, rep¬ 
resentative gathering whnt would have 
to be done. A vote was taken, and it 
was unanimously decided to comply 
with all my suggestions and have ev¬ 
eryone vaccinated if I would extend the 
time ten days. This I did. The Fiscal 
Court then held a meeting and put ev¬ 
ery physician In the county at work 
vaccinating the inhabitants. I have 
Just received an order for 1.000 more 
vaccine points and they already had a 
large supply on hand. 

“The law of the Stale requires that 
every pennon be vaccinated and anyone 
who Is not is subject to a fine of from 
$10 to $100 l>er day. 1 always explain, 
when I make a speech on the subject, 
that this is a free country and a per¬ 
son has s right to have the smallpox if 
he wishes, but that he has no right to 
endanger the lives of others by spread¬ 
ing the disease. I told the peoplO of 
Trigg county that I would be willing 
to shut them up In the county and let 
them h&ve smallpox as long as they 
wanted It. but that I would not permit 
them to take U into other counties. 
A non-ir\tercour*e quorantine means 
that no one will be allowed to leave 
the county; that trains will not stop 
and that the inhabitants will not even 
get any mall. ^ # # 

Epidemic Came From Christian. 

'The disease came originally to Trigg 
county from ChristltLn county, which 
wa* practically In the same condition 
three months ago. But In that county 
everyone was vaccinated and the situa¬ 
tion was relieved. Vaccination is an 
absolutely harmless operation, if it Is 
performed with cleanliness. If you 
don't need it. it wiU not take and will, 
therefore, not give you any invonven- 
ience, and if It does take. It Is the beat 
proof in the world that you need It." 

Dr. McVormack found the conditions 
in rvidlz extremely serious, but believes 
that the citizens are In earnest and' 
that the vaccination will be performed 
faithfully He has given the disease 
much study and will urge the absolute 
enforcement of the vaccination low. 

“We find that teachers out in the State 
are going Into the public schools ever* 
day without having been vaccinated, 
which is a plain violation of the law." 
he said. “It is especiaMy necessary that 
teachers, who are supposed to set an 
example and who come in contact with 
so many children, should he vaccinated. 
We have been investigating this phase 
of the cose nnd w*e are preparing to 
bring the matter to the attention of 
grand Jurie s."

Opinion of Police Following Discov¬ 
ery of Victim’s Body In Ruins 
of Her Home. 


Mont Glair. N. J.. Feb. 23 .—Following 
the dlpcovery of the body of Mrs. Han¬ 
nah B. Ross, the wealthy octogenarian, 
in the ruins of her home In High street 
to-day. the police expressed the opinion 
that the woman had been murdered 
and the hous* fired to conceal the crime. 
A German coachman, who was tb* only 
d-om*:«tic employed by Mrs. Ro^e. hac* 
not been seen since the fire. A search 
of the ruins failed to reveal any trae 
of his body. Three adjacent houses 
were also deistrcyed In the fire which 
started in the Ross house, but the occu¬ 
pants had no difficulty In escaping. 


William Lukemeler, one of the oldest 
German residents of Louisville, former¬ 
ly a minister in the German Methodist 
Church and a charter member of the 
Second German Methodist church, now 
located at Seventeenth and Jefferson 
streets, died at the home of his daugh¬ 
ter. Mrs. Henry Schoppenhorst, 1827 
West Market street, at 6 o'clock last 
evening, from septicemia, from a 
scratch made by a suspender buckle 
last Sunday morning. Mr. Lukemeler 
was eighty-eight years old. find had 
been a resident of I»uls\1IIe for the 
greater part of his life since 1836. He 
was born in Germany, and came to 
Louisville when he was nineteen years 
of age. 

Mr. Lukemeler's fatal injury' was re- 
oeived last Sunday morning as he was 
dressing to attend church. Old age 
has made hL< movements slow and la¬ 
borious, and his hand was accidentally 
scratched upon a suspender buckle. The 
scratch wa* slight, but Inflammation 
set in. and the physician who wus call¬ 
ed announced the symptoms resembling 
those occasioned by blood poisoning. 
Every attention possible was given tho 
injury, but the hand was not amputat¬ 
ed. as such an operation at Ills age 
w*ould have endangered his life ss much 
as the septicemia. Despite every at¬ 
tention, his condition grew rapidly 
w*orse, until death occurred last night.

Mr. Lukemeler came to Louisville in 
1836 He was born in Germany, and be¬ 
fore leaving that couriftry had learned 
the trade of a tailor. As scion as he 
arrived in Louisville he set up a shop, 
but a .»hort time later the Second Ger¬ 
man Methodist eburoh w-a* organized 
In a mission at Twelfth and Market 
streets, and Mr. Lukemeler became the 
third member to attach his name to the 
rosier of members. At the time of his 
death he was th-e oldest surviving mem¬ 
ber. 

Soon after becoming a member of the 
church. Mr. Lukemeler took up a course 
nf tftudy to fit himself tor the ministry’, 
nnd in 1858 betaine the pastor of the 
German Methodist church at Golconda. 
Ill where he served two years Later 
he'was pttfdor of n church In Channel- 
ton Ind.. for a similar time, and soon 


returned to Louisville, where he sup¬ 
plied different pulpits until five y?ars 
ago, when he retired from active work 
on account of old age. 

Mr. Lukemeler wus married in 1842 to 
Miss Elizabeth Bennemmim. a member 
of an old Virginia family . Mrs. Luke¬ 
meler died only two >*ears ago, and the 
couple enjoyed the distinction, of cele¬ 
brating the sixtieth anniversary of their 
wedding a short time before she died. 

Mr. Lukemeler is survived by a large 
family. One brother, the Rev. Henry 
Lukemeler, also a minister in the Ger¬ 
man MelhodlM church at Huntlngburg, 
Ind., survives, but is seriously 111 at 
present of pneumonia, and Is not ex¬ 
pected to survive his brother many 
months. Three daughters. Mrs. Henry 
Schoppenhorst. Miss Currie Lukemeler 
and Miss Lizzie Lukemeler. and two 
sone. Henry A Lukemeler. of New Al¬ 
bany, and Louis J. Lukemeler. of Louis¬ 
ville. also survive. The latter Is con¬ 
nected with the undertaking establish¬ 
ment of H. Schoppenhorst. Fifteen 
grandchildren and one great-grandchild 
are living. 

The funeral service* have not been nr. 
ranged, but will probably take pJnce 
Sunday afternoon at 2 o’clock from the 
Germhn Methodi c church.

ADVOCATED IN A MEMORIAL 


CONGRESS TO BE URGED TO 
MAKE APPROPRIATION. 


MASS-MEETING AT FRANKFORT 


Frankfort, Ky„ Feb. 23. [Special.] 

At a mass meeting held here to-nlgM. 
made up of officials of the State Gov¬ 
ernment and of the city of Frunkfort 
and lending citizens, which was presid¬ 
ed over by Gov. Beckham, a memorial 
was addressed to the two houses of 
Congress urging an appropriation suf¬ 
ficient to complete the system of locks 
and dams on the Kentucky river to 
Three Forks, in the heart of the Ken¬ 
tucky coal fields. To complete the sys¬ 
tem will require an appropriation or 
about $750,000, and the memorial will be 
carried to Washington by a’commit tee 
appointed at the meeting, and Imme¬ 
diate and favorable action is expected 

The meeting was an enthusiastic one 
and will result in a permanent organi¬ 
sation. which will keep up the work un¬ 
til the river is open to navigation above 
BeattyvIUe. 

A number of speeches were made, in 
which the great resources of the moun¬ 
tain sections of the Kentucky rivet 
were dwelt upon, and the Governor was 
authorized to appoint a Biundtng com¬ 
mittee of five members to continue the 
work before the meeting. 

One member of this committee will be 
a citizen of Frankfort and the others 
wilt be prominent persons In the river 
towns who are interested in the com¬ 
pletion of the system. This committee 
will be named immediately. 

Statistics were read showing that 
there arc 3.500 square miles of coal in 
the counties bordering the river and 
close to it and building stone, salt, iron 
and timber In great »b«ndaijge. 

The meeting was called b> Mayor 
Darnell at the instance of 'itlzens in¬ 
terested in river Improvement. Gov. 
Beckham was invited to preside, and 
William Cromwell, of this city, acted 
Rt5 secretary. Addresses were made by 
Judge James H. Hazelrigg. Col. James 
Andrew Scott, Secretary of State H. % . 
McChesney, the Hon. Frank Johnson, 
K. K. McClure, a merchant, and others. 

Upon the conclusion of the speech- 
making Gov. Beckham named J. A. 
Scott, E. L. Samuels, R. K. McClure. 
J. Morgan Chinn. W. S. Dehonev, Wil¬ 
liam Cromwell, Thomas Rogers, George 
B. Harper. L. F. Johnson. J. H. Hazel¬ 
rigg and Oscar Kenny a committee to 
prepare the resolutions to be taken to 
Washington, and an additional com¬ 
mittee, composed of Mr. Scott, Mayor 
parnell, L. F. Johnson and W. G. Simp¬ 
son, to go to Washington. This com¬ 
mittee will leave here to-morrow even¬ 
ing.

Ky., |s about 2d 
miles, being altogether about 1-0 miles In 
length. It drains many square miles of 
the richest coal and timber lands In the 
world and about one-fourth of the area 
of the State. Beginning about the year of 
1B34, the State of Kentucky undertook the 
lmprovcmeri't of the river by building 
Vicks and dams snd expending in the 
project $3,297,410. building five locks and 
dams The State abandoned this work 
In 1S42, utrd when the war came on 
nwiirv of the darns were washed away. 
By an act of the Kentucky Leg'slature in 
1S79 the Kentucky river was ceded to the 
United States, and In March of that year 
the first appropriation of $100,000 was made 
bv Congr*** to repair th* old looks and 
tliims Since that time the sum of $2.^2.- 
000 has been appropriated by Congress and 
expended by tne engineers In charge *.n 
the repairing of the old and construction 
of new lix'ks and «lnms Five new Jocks 
and danvs hnve heen oomphtAl by the 
Government, No. II being now under con.

Country Men For JuroT*. 


United State* District Attorney Be¬ 
thea continued to maintain silence In 
regard to future plans. He declared 
the list of names of the witnesses would 
not be made public until the grand Jury 
meets next month. As & safeguard 
against getting prejudiced men to sit 
on the grand Jury, It is probable the 
names of veniremen will be drown from 
the country districts of Northern Illi¬ 
nois. The summon* for the grand Ju¬ 
rors probably will not be sent out for 
a week or more.

Zimmerman, now proprietor of a print 
irig establishment, and boarded at the 
home of the elder Zimmerman, with 
whom he had learned his trade,* and 
had removed with his family to this 
city from Danville. 

iSlnce leaving here In 1870 or 1S71 the 
present Governor of Kansas has kept 
up a corresipondence with Mr. D. N. 
Zimmerman, his former room mate, and 
the latter has Just received a long letter 
from Gov. Hoch in which he described 
his victory' in Ivar.&as. 

Upon leaving Kentucky Gov. Hoch 
emigrated to what was then known a* 
Marion Center, Kan., where he soon 
established a paper called the Marlon 
Record, of which he Is now owner and 
editor. 

In his Inst letter to Mr. Zimmerman, 
written a few days ago. Got'. Hoch 
says he will shortly make a visit to his 
relatives and friends in this city and 
Danville.

Statue of Gov. Goebel. 


William Adams & Sons, of Lexington, 
who have the contract for the erection 
of the monument to be placed at the 
grave of the late Gov.

After having suffered the agdny of 
twenty attacks of appendicitis during 
the past four years, W. J. Holaker, a 
clerk in the employ of the Stewart Dry 
Goods Company, was successfully op¬ 
erated on for the trouble ot Norton In¬ 
firmary Tuesday morning. 

Four years ago Mr. Holaker suffered 
the first attack, which proved to be the 
forerunner of twenty that were to fol¬ 
low', to the great discomfort and ex¬ 
pense of Mr. Holaker. Sometimes two 
weeks apart and sometimes two 
months, there was no permanent relief 
from tho suffering, although at times 
the pnin w'as so light that the sufferer 
was not compelled to take to his bed. 
The pain which attends the first stages 
of the disease does not always assume 
Its most violent form, and frequently 
Mr. Holaker was able, by the oxen Ise 
of will, to stick to his post and attend 
to his duties. 

AU w'ould have continued to go along 
In this way had not the attacks In¬ 
creased considerably In violence from 
time to time. Whereas at the bt g n- 
nlng of this extraordinary case the pa¬ 
tient only suffered a few hours, it had 
grown to be that he did not know when 
he w’ould have to lake to his bed and 
undergo a period of great suffering. He 
was frequently confined to his bed for 
two weeks nt a time. He did not wish 
at first to hstvo the operation p r- 
formed, thinking that he would be able 
finally to recover permanent health 


without it, but the attacks Increased 
In frequency and violence from the 
first. Mr. Holaker at last called Dr. 
E. L. * Pearce to take charge of his case. 
| and It was decided that an operation 
was the only way out of the difficulty. 
His health had gone from bad to w'orse 
under the continuous strain, and when 
the operation was performed Tuesday 
it was in the nature of an Imperative 
necessity. Mr. Holaker, in spite of his 
weakened condition, responded w’eJl to 
the anaesthetic, and the iippendlx was 
removed. 

It was found that the continued at¬ 
tacks had been caused by a catarrhal 
condition of the appendix and intes¬ 
tine and In the appendix a stricture 
w'as found. The stricture was caused 
In the beginning by the catarrhal con- 
I ditlon, and the stricture forced the ap- 
, pendlx Into constant contact with the 
intestine. This contact is the reason of 
the continued attacks, and Mr. Hol- 
aker could not have become better, but 
worse. In time, as the longer the con¬ 
tact was allowed to exist the more in¬ 
timate It became. 

Mr. Holaker rallied quickly from the 
effect of the anaesthetic, and Dr. 
Pearce said last night that the chances 
for his recovery are more than ordinar¬ 
ily good. 

Mr. Holaker Is twenty-seven years of 
age, and has been married for some 
time. If no relapse comes In his case 
he will be able to return to his home 
In Beechmont within two W'eeks. 


FEBRUARY MOST FATAL 

MONTH IN LOUISVILLE 


Consul in ptlon. Pneumonia. Crip and Other Lu ng and 
Bronchial Diseases Claim Many Victims. 


February, the shortest month of the 
year, Is also the most fatal in Louis¬ 
ville, and the number of deaths during 
the four weeks of February Is usually 
greater than during any other month of 
the year. The present month promises 
to be no exception to the rule, and al¬ 
ready the death rate for a single week 
has been broken. Two weeks'ago llfi 
deathr, the largest number In a single 
week in the history of Louisville, were 
reported to the Health Officer. 

The rouse is the Weather that usual¬ 
ly prevails during February, the wet. 
cold atmosphere and rapidly changing 
conditions giving rise to many diseases 
of the Jungs and bronchial tubes. Con¬ 
sumptive*' find the month the harlest 
on them and many very old and many 
very young people are unable to sur¬ 
vive the ravages of the grip. 

Dr. M K. Allen, the Health Officer, 
said last night that February was un¬ 
doubtedly the most fatal month In the 
year in this climate. “Lung troubl?* 
are more common In February than in 
any other month.*' he said, "attd the 
records of the Health Office show that 
as a rule more deaths otvur during 
February* than during atiy other month. 
The number of deaths during February 
lt» usually In thp neighborhood of 400. 
an average of about UX) each week, and 
the largest paYt are consumptives. 
Pneumonia, grip, bronchitis and kin-. 


dred diseases are more common In Feb- 
ruary than in other months.” 

Many physicians believe that tho 
systems **f their patients are disorgan¬ 
ized to such an extent by the weather 
during February that they are unable 
to combat even the diseases that are 
not caused by \yet feet and unhealthy 
atmosphere That there is something 
In February weather that makes a per¬ 
son more lfuscepilble to disease than 
in other months*, they believe, is evi¬ 
denced by the death records.

The River Improvements. 

I»t is gratifying to see at least some 
portion of the people of Kentucky wak¬ 
ing up to the shameful neglect of Con¬ 
gress In delaying the completion of the 
■lackwater navigation in the Kentucky 
river, as shown In tho Frankfort meet¬ 
ing held to urge sufficient appropriation 
by Congress for that purpose. It may 
be too late to effect the desired result 
this session. but It ought to prove the 
beginning of a campaign which will 
hereafter compel Justice as to all the 
river* placed within the control of the 
Government with that view. A quarter 
of a century has paused since that time 
and practically little has been done for 
the purpose designed, since the coal and 
other resources locked up at the head 
' waters of these streams cannot be made 
available un-tll navigation Is extended 
to them. The Courier-Journal has, 
from time to time, called attention to 
the Injustice of this delay, but still the 
same dilatory' and wasteful policy has 
been continued. When, In 1879, the Unit 
ed States received from the Btate of 
Kentucky the control of the river for 
thr* continuance of the sywtem of slack, 
water navigation, there had been con¬ 
structed five locks and dams, leaving 
nine more to complete the system. Five 
new" ones bav^e been constructed, with 
one more under contract, leaving three 
more to be provided for. In the repair 
of the old 1 and the building of new ones 
there has been appropriated $2,930,499.90, 
of which there remains a balance ap¬ 
proximating $160,000, available for exist 
Ing contracts. At the same rate of 
progress, R will require ten or fifteen 
yea rff mime to perfect the system, the 
delay of which entail? a great loss to 
the portion of the State thus deprived 
of transportation for Its products, as 
well as a loos to the consumers of coni 
in & still greater atva, who would gK 
cheaper fuel with this work complied. 

There has been even greater delay 
In regard to the Big Sandy river im¬ 
provements, the appropriations for 
which from 1878 to 1903. Inclusive, have 
amounted to $1,137,000. The system con¬ 
templates the construction .of twenty- 
one locks and dams on the two forks 
of the river, but beyond the completion 
of two of them, one near the mouth of 
the main rlveT and the other at Louisa, 
the Junction of the forks, little progress 
has been made aside from the removal 
of trees, snags nnd other obstructions to 
the passage of rafts and preliminary 
contracts for locks. 

(Many of tho details as to both 
theso rivers have been explained, 
publicly, but with apparently lit¬ 
tle effect toward producing re¬ 
sults. The delay Is not uscrlbable to 
the officer In charge, w ho seems dlllgnt 
In his work, but to the dribbling sys¬ 
tem resulting in small appropriations, 
preventing tho completion of the work. 
The fault Is in ihe Rivera and Harbors 
Committee In Congress, which has for 
years discriminated against Kentucky. 
Compare, for Instance, the improvement 
of the Muskingum river. In Ohio, a 
•tream of no such Importance as the 
two named In Kentucky. The United 
States made its first appropriation in 
1686. Up to and including 10U3, there 
had been a total sum. appropriated of 
$1,366,361.18. and the system Is completed 
and there are ten locks in operation. 
The chairman of the committee is from 
Ohio, which, however, may be a xnera 
coincidence, but tt Is nothing to his 
credit that the completion of this work 
In his State having been secured from 
the Federal Treasury, he should have 
lately sugge«ed that Congress should 
only contribute to such works as were 
also promoted by State appropriations. 
Whatever may be the future legislation 


Materials For Ships. 

One day last week the Courier-Jour¬ 
nal, under the heading “A Significant 
Admission," called attention to a pas¬ 
sage in the report of the Merohrnit Ma¬ 
rine Commission, In which it is said 
that American steel mills sell to for¬ 
eign shipbuilders at $S to $10 a ton less 
than the price to American shipyards. 
This extract was the vital point In the 
article, though a comment on it from 
Syren and Bhlpping" was also quoted. 
We have been honored by a letter on 
this subject from Mr. Wlnthrop L. 
Marvin, secretary of the Merchant Ma¬ 
rine Commission, who states, however, 
that the letter Is not for publication, 
but for our own information. The cour¬ 
tesy Is acknowledged, and we take 
pleasure in using some of the Informa¬ 
tion derived from a marked copy of the 
Commission’s report. 

It Is denied that "Syren and Ship¬ 
ping" Is an organ of the shipping In¬ 
terests, at least those of the United 
States. But w’hat we quoted from that 
publication was simply an expres¬ 
sion In favor of the reduction of du¬ 
ties on steel, which many others have 
advocated. It was proper to give cred¬ 
it for this to the paper from which it 
was taken, otherwise tHe remark would 
have been made as original. 

However, as the Courier-Journal al¬ 
ways wishes to do the fair thing. It 
is well enough to invite attention to 
one or two other points In connection 
with the subject. The point we made 
was that foreign shipbuilders can get 
American material at less than our 
builders at home can. This was fully 
sustained by the passage quoted from 
the report of the Commission. This hap¬ 
pens In spite of the fact that material 
for ships can be Imported free of duty, 
Our steel manufacturers are protected 
by a heavy duty, and £et can undersell 
their foreign competitors, and actually 
do so. In foreign markets. But they 
will not allow their*home people to get 
the advantage of the lower prices. 

There Is, however, a point in connec¬ 
tion with this subject to which we did 
not allude, and we cheerfully do so 
now. Sections 12 and 13 of the Dlngley 
act. which makes free of duty foreign 
material used In shipbuilding, contains 
an Important proviso to the effect that 
ships so built shall not engage in the 
coastwise trade for more than two 
months in the year, except upon pay 
ment of the duties. The coasting trade 
Is not simply trade along the coast, 
but Includes all trade from one Ameri¬ 
can port to another, and will soon In 
dude trade with the Philippines. The 
Commission’s r€*port says that no 
American shipowner under present 
conditions wishes to build a deep sea 
ship without considering that he may 
be glad to fall back on the coastwise 
trade, which is now extended to Ha¬ 
waii and Porto Rico, and will soon in¬ 
clude the Philippines. It hus hence 
happened, says the Commission, that 
free materials have led to the building 
of only one large steel ship, the "Dl- 
rlgo," built by Arthur Small & Co., of 
Bath, Me. 

Undoubtedly the proviso here men¬ 
tioned has militated against shipbuild¬ 
ing In the United States. And that is 
the point. Our laws are of such a 
character as to make it almost Impos¬ 
sible for our people to own and oper¬ 
ate ships In the foreign trade under 
the American flag. The Steel Trust, a 
highly-protected combine. Insists on 
getting its pound of flesh. We have 
stood for more than forty years by ob¬ 
solete navigation laws, which all other 
commercial nations once had, but long 
ago repealed. Instead of liberalizing 
these laws and giving the American 
shipowner a chance equal to that of his 
competitors. Congress insists on main¬ 
taining these laws and Is asked to 
make It up to the shipping Interests by 
paying bounties. The effect of these 
bounties will be not to make the busi¬ 
ness profitable In Itself, but to make 
It profitable to the shipowners by 
throwing the loss on the taxpayers. It 
is intimated. Indeed, that after a while 
the business will become self-sustain¬ 
ing. nnd the bounties can then be with¬ 
drawn. That wua what was said of 
the tariff at the beginning, when the 
plea was to give Infant industries a 
chance to get on their feet, but instead 
of surrendering the Indirect bounties 
they have been asking more and more 
protection. If we adopt a general sys¬ 
tem of shipping bounties the benefi¬ 
ciaries will never voluntarily surrender 
them, but on the contrary will be suing 
for an increase from time to time. A 
great merchant marine cannot be cre¬ 
ated by bounties alone. 


gress is protecting rice at home. It 
should help the rice of Louisiana. 

Mr. Govin argues that putting up the 
duty would help Louisiana rice because 
it would increase the reciprocity differ¬ 
ential and favor imports from the 
United States. On rice 40 per cent, of 
the duty Is remitted. At present it 
amounts to 4S cents per hundred kibs; 
at the proposed rate, it would amount 
to $1.10 cents. In this way both Cuban 
and Louisiana rice would be able to 
compete with the cheap rice from the 
East Indies, which now has the upper 
hand. 

It is quite true that an Increase of 
the Cuban tariff increases the differen¬ 
tial in favor of American Imports. But 
If the tariff is so high as to reduce 
consumption to a marked extent, and 
check importations, the advantage 
might not be apparent. Mr. Govin 
makes the familiar pica that the in¬ 
crease of the duty will not raise the 
price to the consumer in a perceptible 
degree, but this, of course, is not true. 
It will be of interest to note how the 
proposition strikes the Louisiana rice 
growers.

TIE-UP OF THE RAILWAY LINES. 


Legs and Limbs. 

By casting a glance in the direction 
of Richmond, Va,, you may behold the 
lithe figure of Venus of Medici hustling 
for a cyclone cellar. 

The fair maid is alarmed at a crusade 
now at its w armest In the Virginia cap¬ 
ital against the display of human legs. 
Tt began a few weeks ago, when the 
Mayor of the city gave orders to the 
police force to destroy posters of a cer¬ 
tain well-known musical comedy, on 
the ground that they unduly exposed 
the femnle figure, and therefore were 
offensive to good taste and proper 
standards of decency. In some cases 
blank sheets of paper were pasted over 
the portions of the posters that were 
considered harmful to public morals, 
and In others the posters were torn 
down and thrown away. There arose 
a howl from the managers, much talk 
from the people and a great advertise¬ 
ment for the theatrical attraction. 

From that moment to this the war¬ 
fare on posters and other things that 
feature human legs has been waged. 
The latest order from the Mayor Is to 
the effect that artificial legs shall no 
longer adorn the show windows of 
Richmond stores. Stocking* must be 
exhibited in orderly piles or hang In 
limp and wrinkled rows. Now, in obedi¬ 
ence to the decree, symmetrically 
curved shins and calves that merchants 
have been wont to place In public 
places are lying hidden away in dark 
cellars. 

The Richmond newspapers are hav¬ 
ing plenty to say on the subject. One 
of them, which takes the view that the 
Mayor Is extreme In his position, dis¬ 
cusses the question In this wise: 

"The mutter of indecency or decency, as 
we huve said before, is one of custom and 
Intent. Older (HHvpIe can remember when 
ladles wore hoop skirts and when tho 
slightest revelation of the line* of their 
forms was thought to bo vile impropri¬ 
ety The woman who allowed a glimpse 
of her ankles was Considered fast. Mem¬ 
bers of that sex were forbidden to crops 
their knees In company nnd any reference 
to their lowwr limbs w f as improper. • • • 
Since tho days of hoop skirts we have 
had the skin-tight fashions, which re¬ 
vealed the figures encased In them Just 
about as clearly as the stage tights. The 
average woman In full-dress show's more 
of her actual body than the average bal¬ 
let dancer or chorus girl. At tho sea¬ 
shore every summer thousands of women, 
entlroly respectable and modest, go into 
the water in full view of spectators with 
skirts barely to the knee We become 
accustomed to rhe* e thing* so that they 
cease to shock us or to be suggestive of 
evil. Everywhere w© see pictures and 
marble and bronze In tho nude. Prob¬ 
ably a majority of the people In Rich¬ 
mond who can afford them have In their 
homes representatives of beautiful female 
figure* unclothed or so draped as to reveal 
a! the outlines clearly. Nobody Is shocked 
by these or Incited to vicious courses." 

There Is no foretelling where the agi 
tatlon will end. It may lead to an ordl 
nance forbidding the use of the word 
"leg” In Richmond and substituting 
"limb," If reference to such a branch 
of the anatomy Is absolutely unavoid¬ 
able. Or It may result in a simple lit 
tie law making It a felony for anybody 
to be found with a leg In his or her 
possession. 


Constantinople, Feb. 23—Extremely 
alarming reports are current here con 
corn lug the sitimtlon at Batoum and 
Potl.

the Black Sea squadron (Rwwlan) have 
bombarded Potl.

THIRTY PEOPLE KILLED 

Or Wounded As Result of Attack On 
Factories At Romany, 

Baku. Feb. 23;—The town Is now qui¬ 
et. All the Armenian shops have been 
closed, hut the banks are doing bus¬ 
iness under military protection. 

Order has been restored at Balakha- 
ny, hut at Romany to-day strikers at¬ 
tacked two factories, and as a result 
thirty persona were killed or wounded. 

In Baku many terrible murders have 
been committed, ’Manager Adamoff. of 
the Naphtha Refining Works, with his 
wife and children, wa© burned to death. 
A legal official named Tataaoff and a 
bazar owner named LaJaJeff. and the 
latter’s family, have been murdered. 

SPORADIC STRIKED 

In All Parts of Russia and Serious 
Trouble In Many Towns. 

St. Petersburg, Feb. 24. 3:30 a. m.— 
Dispatches from many cities In th»j 
south of Russia, as well as In the Cau¬ 
casus proper, make this region the cen 
ter of interest In the week's strike de 
veloprnents, though there have beep 
sporadic strikes in all portions of Rus¬ 
sia. The tie-up of railroads radluting 
from Moscow' Is a very serious feature 
of the situation. In the Caucasus re 
glon the authorities appear for the mo¬ 
ment to have regained the upper hand, 
but the situation may at any time 
again pass out of their control. Even 
the re-enforcements of the military in 
all the cities seems to have been lnnd 
equate to prevent the continuance o 
conditions tending to robbery, murder 
and terrorism. 

Telegraphic communication was re¬ 
stored to Batoum this evening, and 
dispatch received from that city indi 
rated that the troops and authorities 
have regained control, but that mu 
rauders ore exceedingly active, while 
racial riots continue and the whole 
population Is In a state of panic. 

Baku also is comparatively quiet 
'though the phrase is only relative to 
the previous era of open murder and 
pillage.

No News From Poti. 


So It Is not peace, after all. The 
Czar’s decision to continue the war 
indefinitely will cause widespread re¬ 
gret. Many who have studied closely 
the conditions In Manchuria and in 
Russia are unable to see wherein Rus¬ 
sia can gain advantage In prosecuting 
the contest at arms. The Czar, it Is 
formally announced, takes a differ¬ 
ent view! and that settles It. 
Tho war, therefore, goes on. In a 
few days we may hear of a great nnd 
bloody battle between the armies of 
Kuropatkln and Oyama. These com¬ 
manders seem to be In readiness now 
for the clash, which will be the most 
horrible of the war, ami one of the 
most deadly In the world’* history. 
Upon Its outcome must now depend 
all prospects of peace. 


There Is no news from Poll and Ku 
tais, but It Is presumed that they also 
have been temporarily pacified. 

On the other hand, other cities out 
side the Caucasus, such as Fkaterlnso 
lav*, Khurkoff. Sartoff, Alexandrovsk 
and many others, are in a condition of 
complete or partial disorder owing to 
strikes. Half the workmen In Lib&u 
are on strike, seriously affecting the 
manufacture of military supplies. 

The St. Petersburg workmen have 
temporarily resumed their occupations 
while voting for members of the Imp 
rial mlxe<^ commission, but they are 
possessed of the spirit of unrest and 
their sense of power Is being fed by 
Incendiary proclamations, the latest of 
which alludes to the Emperor a- 
"Nicholas the Last," and makes & rab 
Id attack upon the motives of the Gov 
ernment.

SITUATION AT WARSAW 


To Raise Cuba’* Tariff. 

Mr. Govin, a member of the lower 
house of the Cuban Congress, has intro¬ 
duced a bill to raise the tariff on rke. 
beans, potatoes and onions. In explain- I 
lng Its purposes he confined himself 
rrminly to t'he article of rice. On this 
it Is proposed to advance the duty from 
$1.20 to $2.75 per 100 kilos (220 p-.iunds). 
Thl* would make the tariff 1.2 cents a 
pound. 

Mr. Govin said tho chief purpose of 
thi* bill wn» the development of rh-e 
culture In Cuba. But it was also intend¬ 
ed to give the rice of Louisiana a chance 
In the Cuban market. It was desirable 
to make reciprocity with the United 
States permanent. The stronger trade 
relations with the United State* are 
made, the more secure is Cuba’s Inde¬ 
pendence.

Is One of Stagnation and Is Causing 
Great Anxiety. 

Warsaw, Feb. 28.—The situation h* re 
Is causing the greatest anxiety in all 
circles. The assistant to the Governor 
General, who was interviewed to-day, 
frankly admitted that the Government 
is at a loss to know what to do. Alarm 
ing reports are current concerning th 
Intention and plans of the revolution¬ 
ary party, and March 4 is awaited with 
much apprehension. The strike ugita- 
tion is spreading In every direction, 
and bank clerks. Journalists, office 
servants, printers, drivers, stationary 
engineer* and mechanics in general are 
all threatening to strike. Notwith 
standing all this, the situation in th© 
city is remarkably quiet. The Vienna 
railroad is stIU completely ut a stand¬ 
still. and there appears to b* no hope of 
a speedy settlement of the difficulty 
The directors had a long session to¬ 
day. but were unable to find a aolu 
tion. They will renew the conference 
to-morrow. 

Western Poland Is completely cut oft 
from communication except by tele¬ 
graph. No mails are arriving or depart 
Ing. the authorities apparently pre¬ 
ferring to hold mails rather than send 
them by circuitous routes. Commer¬ 
cial interests and private Individuals 
are much Inconvenienced. 

The city Is threatened with a coal 
famine, the entire supply of coal com¬ 
ing from the district of Dotnbrova over 
the Vienna road. The Governor Gen¬ 
eral has offered to supply military men 
to work the trains, but this is Imprac¬ 
ticable, as the strikers have destroyed 
switches. Many through passenger* 
from Moscow and St. Petersburg are 
detained here, and great quantities of 
perishable goods from France and I nly 
?ire being utterly spoiled by the delay.

A BIG NOONDAY MEETING. 


BUSY GETTING SUBSTITUTES 
FOR DEPARTING PREACHERS. 


GEORGE R. STUART TO LEAVE. 


Following the "Day of Prayer." which 
was unquestionably the climax of the 
great simultaneous revival in the Fails 
Cities, was another meeting yesterday 
at noon at the First Christian church. 
It was fraught with features of a strik¬ 
ing nature, which had their tciHng ef¬ 
fect upon a congregation that filled the 
building. It was designated as an ex¬ 
perience meeting and a consecration 
service. All the evangelist* and their 
singer* who are taking part In the re¬ 
vival were there, the former occupying 
seat* on the rostrum. The one-nrrlnute 
talk* Indulged In by the evangelists 
were filled with Incidents connected 
with the meeting* here. The meeting 
was presided overby Dr. Joseph P. Cal¬ 
houn. who Is director of the revival. 
The meeting closed with consecration 
services. When the benediction ^as 
pronounced by Dr. Calhoun the evange¬ 
list* and congregation were on their 
knees la prayer.

WANT FULL DISCUSSION OF 
RATE LEGISLATION. 


WOULD INFLUENCE CONGRESS

Rt. Louts, Feb. 23.—CSpecial.]—A mar¬

The directors of the Board of Trade 
yesterday authorized the Executive 
Committee to investigate the advisa¬ 
bility of calling in Louisville a delegate 
convention of representatives of prom¬ 
inent commercial organizations all over 
the country for the purpose of discuss¬ 
ing, from the standpoint of the ship¬ 
per, the w’hole subject of governmental 
control of railroads and supervision of 
rate-making power. 

Previous to that netton the board 
adopted a resolution indefinitely de¬ 
ferring the calling of an open meeting 
of the Board of Trade for the purpose 
of discussing the subject. This result¬ 
ed from the belief of the director* that 
Congress will not pass any rate legis¬ 
lation at this session, and that no bill 
will become a law before next fall. 
At a former meeting of the directors It 
was decided that such an open meet¬ 
ing of the members of the Board of 
Trade would be an excellent thing, in 
order that the bills now' before Con¬ 
gress might he presented, but Inter¬ 
mediate developments have given as¬ 
surance that there will be time to ex¬ 
tend the scope of the original plan so 
that It will be a national gathering. 

The proposition of holding such n 
convention was discussed at length by 
the directors at the meeting yesterday, 
and it was the consensus of opinion 
that It w’ould be an excellent plan. In 
referring the matter to the Executive 
Committee, the board asked that com¬ 
mittee to report back at the meeting 
of the directors to be held next w’eek. 
when it is believed that a final deter¬ 
mination to hold the convention will be 
made and the date will be set.

Flesh Lacerated. 

Several incisions had been made ln, 
Wr. Robinson's chin und the flesh was 
badly lacerated. A few days later the 
Injury had almost healed but inflamma¬ 
tion suddenly developed and the sore 
widened. Last Sunday Mr. Robinson 
returned borne at noon feeling III. and 
an hour later a high fever developed. 
This could never be reduced* and he 
sank rapidly. A few days ago his mind 
began to wander, and from that time! 
until hls de*ath hls suffering was Intense 
and it was impossible to control him 
without the use of opiates. 

Mr. Robins-on was about flftv-eight 
years of uge. He was born In New 1 
York, the son of prosperous parents, 
but being an Impetuous child, ran away 
from home after, attending school 
but a few years. After wan¬ 
dering about the country for several 
years ihe Civil War broke out and he 
Joined the Federal army, the Eleventh 
New York regiment. On uccount of hls . 
age he was given a position as a team¬ 
ster and In that capacity served for two 
years. At the time hls regiment ar¬ 
rived in Louisville in 1363. however, he 
was taken ill and was left Iri this city 
and when he fully recovered .the war 
was practically ended and he decided to 
remain In Kentucky. 

A few years later hp secured a posi¬ 
tion with the Louisville Railway Com¬ 
pany as a driver of one of the old single 
mule cars. Without a break except fm 
a short vacation now and then, he con¬ 
tinued hls services, and at tin* lime of 
hls death was a tnutorman on the Mar¬ 
ket street line. 

During the first f» \v years of bis life 
In Louisville Mr. Robinson was married 
to Miss Martha Chamberlain, who sur¬ 
vives him. He Is also survived by two 
sons. Thomas H. Robinson, a contrac¬ 
tor. and William B. Robinson, and a 
daughter, Mrs. Harry Parti it. Another 
son. Arthur Robinson, was killed in 
the explosion of u caisson at Fourth 
avenue and Broadway during the 
parade of the O. A. R. encampment In 
1395.

The grain rate war. affecting traffic 
from Misaisslppl and Ohio river cross¬ 
ings to the Carolina!*, assumed a new 
phase yesterday, when the Louisville 
nnd Nashville railroad and the South¬ 
ern railway announced a cut to meet 
that of the ’Frlxbo through Memphis. 
It is expected that this will be followed 
by a similar move on the part of the 
Illinois Central and the Nashville. 
Chattanooga and St. Louis, operating 
through Cairo. The Mobile and Ohio 
has already announced a reduction, and 
with practically all of Lhe carries In¬ 
terested in this business having meet 
the 'Frisco half way. It is believed that 
a settlement will be more readily 
reached. 

The trouble began when the 'Frisco, 
charging that, shrinkage was being 
practiced and that the rates were not 
being sustained, announced a cut *>t 
three cents through Memphis. The or¬ 
der came in a positive form and was a 
signal of battle. The gauhtlet was 
thrown down and ail former agree¬ 
ments were Ignored. As the reftult of 
that action a meeting of traffic and ex¬ 
ecutive officials of the* Southeastern 
lines was called and held in Louisville 
lost week. After two days of discus¬ 
sion. It was decided to establish an in¬ 
spection bureau at Nashville, where it 
was alleged that shrinkage was being 
used. As the ‘Frisco had made the 
move on that ground It was believed 
that the elimination of the enuse of the 
complaint would he sufficient to induce 
that road to remand the reduction, hut 
the ’Frisco officials have since an¬ 
nounced their determination to stand 
by the cut and to depend upon no other 
agreements on the part of other lines 
to uphold the rates. 

"There was nothing left then.*' said a 
traffic man yesterday, “for the oth^r 
roads to do but to meet the cut. If 
the 'Frisco remains firm It can forte 
the other roads to keep the rates down. 
If It cuts again the cut will be met 
again. There Is no other course open. 
However. 1 do not believe that further 
cuts will follow. It is my belief that 
the rate has now gone as low as it will, 
and that the action of the L. and N. 
and the Southern to-day will bring 
about an agreement that will result in 
the rates being placed back at their 
former status." • 

The cut announced yesterday by the 
Southern and the L. and N. Is in differ¬ 
ential form. It refers to the territory 
north of the Walhalla-Seneca line, and 
varies from one-fourth of a c*nt to 
three cents on the 100 pounds. It will 
take effect February 28, and practically 
means that Louisville will be again 
placed on a comparatively equal basts 
with Memphis as a basing point. It is 
indicative of the Intention of the 
Southern and the L. and N. to uphold, 
this city as a grain distributing point 
and to see the* fight through to a finish. 
• • • 

The appointment of Richard J. t’ur- 
ran to the position of assistant general 
freight agent of the Southern railway, 
with headquarters in Louisville, leaves 
two vacancies In this city. MaJ. Edwin 
Fitzgerald, deceased, held the position

Placed on the witness 
stand yesterday morning, Mayer 
showed signs of mental weakness, and 
although he denied Insulting any 
guests of the hotel. Admitted that he 
had thrown several towel** and a coat 
at a negro, who, he claimed, hail stolen 
some money from him. When asked the 
name or identity of the negro, he said. 
“All coons look alike to me." 

Mayer Is forty-five years of ag\ and 
hls condition ls» attributed to overwork 
and worry. Mr. Oppenhelmer, who had 
known him all his life, promised to 
take him to hls brother's home in In¬ 
dianapolis. Ind., if Judgment be sus¬ 
pended. His plea was granted and Mr 
Oppenhelmer left Louisville with his 
charge last night.

75,000 shares of this stock were dealt 
In. Sloss-Sheffleld common, which sold 
at 74’4 last Saturday, and closed at 974 
on Tuesday, started at 105 and closed 
at 112. Republic Iron and Steel started 
1 Vi to 1*4 higher, with sales of 10.000 
-hares. The common, which closed at 
20*4 on Tuesday, soon ran up to 23H 
The preferred advanced set ill more 
sharply. Colorado Fuel and United 
States Steel were strong In sytnpathv. 

Various stories were offered to explain 
the rise In the Southern Iron shares, 
hut Wall street was skeptical about 
moirt of them.

Coleman duPont. whose vote for Un!- 
pd State Senator from Delaware is 
lmost dally growing larger J n the Dela¬ 
ware Legislature, Is well known in 
xHilsvllle. where he was born and 
pared, and where he lived until a few 
ears ago, when he removed to WI1- 
ilngton. Mr. duPont’s entrance into 
olitics w*as something of a surprise to 
ts Louisville relatives and acquaint-

Sisters Live Here. 


. Theophfle Conrad, who died suddenly 
at his residence pevernl days ago, dis¬ 
poses of on estate believed to be worth 
at least $1,000,000 by his will, which 
was admitted t'o probate In the County 
Court yesterday. The instrument, 
which !s» written In testator's hand¬ 
writing and consist* of but little more 
than & bare list of bis properties, with 
the nnmw of the recipients opposite 
them, bears dale of June 30. 1904. Mr. 
Conrad's real estate Is divided among 
his four daughters, each of whom Is 
also given a cash bequest. The widow 
receives the entire peMfoMity for life, 
with the remainder at her death to 
be equally divided among the children. 

Just what may be the total value of 
the personalty is a matter of specula¬ 
tion at present. Under the last county 
assessment Mr. Conrad gave $3,500 as 
the value of hie total taxable personalty 
for the year. Shortly aft?r his death 
the estate was sued by George H. Alex¬ 
ander. Revenue Agent, to enforce pay¬ 
ment of five years’ back tax-s on an 
annual valuation of omitted personal¬ 
ty of $500,000. Representatives of the 
estate do not care to discuss the valbe 
of personalty left by Mr. Conrad.

Mr. duPont is a'son of Blddeman 
duPont nnd was born In the old family 
residence In Central Park. He lived In 
this city until he removed to Wilming¬ 
ton. He early showed himself a capa¬ 
ble business man and was made presi¬ 
dent of the Central Coal and Iron Com¬ 
pany and successfully managed its af¬ 
fairs for many years. He married ryie 
of his cousins. Miss duPont. of W11- 
mlngton, Del. 

Eleven years ago Mr. duPont removed 
front Louisville and became the active 
I- >ad of the duPont powder mills nt V r il- 
mington. and also the president of the 
duPont DeNemours Iron Company, of 
Wilmington. His business ability has 
rapidly brought him to the front In Dei- 
•aware and he is recognized as one of 
the lending men tn the State. Though 
Ihc does not expect to return to Louis¬ 
ville. he continues to serve as president 
of the Central Ooal and Iron Company 
and to retain an active Interest In the 
mining of coal i n this State.

Decision In Sign War. 

A decision was rendered yesterday 
by Judge Shackelford Miller in the 
case or Louis Levi against the Louis¬ 
ville Gunning System, in which he up¬ 
hold* the contentions of the defendant. 
The controversy grew out of a sign war 
for the possession of a wall on a house 
at 929 lYovi Broadway, rented by Levi. 
Before his lease took effect the Louis¬ 
ville Gunning System had secured 
Permission from M. Heissnmn, owner 
of the property, to paint a sign on the 
wall in- question. Payment had been 
made in advance for this permission, 
After l>evi occupied the propt-rtj' he 
painted out the Gunning System sign 
The Gunning System then painted out 
his sign and replaced its own. This 
exchange of compliments eorrtinusd un¬ 
til the Gunning System had Levi's 
painter arrested, and Levi secured ft 
temporary injunction from Judge Kirby 
to k^ep the defendant's painter* away 
from the wall. Judge Miller held thn*t 
the Gunning System’s license to use 
the wall was not superseded by the 
plaintiff’s lease. It had bT*en contended 
that the lessee of the property had com¬ 
plete control of It.

were in fact creditors of the Insured, the 
company Is nat liable to the administra¬ 
tor of the ir*sur«*d far the sums so paid 
although the parties to whom the money 
vva paid were not In fact creditors of 
and hud no Insurable Interest In the Kfe 
of the Insured. 

Second—Gambling Scheme.—^Where the 
beneficiaries named In a life Insurance 
policy were not in fact crt-dltors of the 
Insured and procured the poKcles by false¬ 
ly r*-pr»seating themselves to be such 
creditors, the transaction wns a specula¬ 
tion upon the hazard of a human life and 
a fpimbllng scheme, nnd the policies are 
void us against public policy, and no 
cause of action can be maintained on 
Ihern by the administrator of the Insured. 

Third—Consent of Insured—Void policy 
— Payment of Premiums In Good Faith.— 
Where an insurance policy l« taken out 
upon the life of another without his con¬ 
sent or knowledge it Is void, but in such 
case where on© in gr>od faith j>aid the 
premiums cm such a policy he would be 
entitled to recover the premiums so paid.
